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All group benefit plans offered by health carriers for groups other than small groups defined in
RCW 48.43.005 must phase in mental health parity in 2006, 2008, and 2010.

Effective Date: The bill contains an emergency clause and takes effect immediately.

Testimony For: Thisbill provides a specific definition of who is required to comply with
statutory requirements and who is exempt. Groups that meet the statutory definition of a
small employer are not required to comply with the requirement of mental health parity.
